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WINNIPEG, May 1.—Within the 
next fire years the development‘ of the 
mining country of Northern Manitoba 
will be of such a nature that it will 
have become the greatest mining  dis- 
trict in Canada, said J, E, Hammel, 
of Toronto, one of the original owners 
of the Flin Flon copper mine.

LONDON, May 1.—A_ revolution 
haa occurred in’ the Republic of Ater- 
baidjan and the old Mussavat party 
Government has been overthrown, 
says a wireless despatch received from 
Moscow, The despatch adds that por 
er is now in the hands of the Aver- 
baidjan Provisional Military Revoln- 
tionary Committee, and that Baku ap 
pears to be in ita hands. The despatch 
says the committee has appealed to 
Moscow for sssistance ‘against the 
Allies.

“\ MAPLE SUGAR MAKING. 


Art Learned From the Indians iby 
. Early Settlers. 

The making of maple sugar and 
syrup has become but a memory in 
the recollection of residents in many 
of the older parts of Canada where 
even »the woodlots have given up 
their places to cultivated fields. The 
industry is still, however, an import- 
ant one over large areas in Quebec. 
and to a less extent in Ontario and 
the provinces down by the se2. 

Sugar making from=the maple, 

which is confined entirely to thls 
continent, had a very early begin- 
ning. Before the advent of the 
white man the Indian had learned 
to extract and concentrate the sap} , 
of the maple tree. On the approach 
of bpring the trees were gashed with 
the tomahawk in a slanting direction 
and beneath the opening made was 
inserted a wooden chip or spout to 
direct the fluld drop by drop into the, 
receptacle resting on the ground. 
The sap was caught in a birch dish 
and boiled in earthen kettles. The 
small quantity of dark, thick syrup 
this made, was the only sugar avail- 
able to the, Indians, and is stated by 
early writérs to have been highly 
prized. 
The early settlera from thé Old 
Land learned from the Indians the 
art of sugar waking, and indeed fol- 
lowed for many years their crude 
methods of manufactire. Even yet 
primitive equipment and ‘methods 
are stated to be used in back sec- 
tions of the country that turn out 
their annual crop of dark, inferior 
syrup and sugar. 

For perhaps .a-century the white 
man followed very closely the primi- 
tive methods of the Indians, save the 
substitution of Iron or copper kettles 
for vessels of clay or bark. In the 
early days before the timber acquir- 
ed much value the axe continued to 
be used for tapping the trees, the sap 
was caught in wooden troughs and 
conveyed in buckets on the shoulders 
with a sap yoke to a central point 
to be boiled. No sugar bush was 
fully equipped. without snowshoes, 
which were frequently found neces- 
sary in gathering the sap. The boill- 
ing was done in large fron kettlea 
suspended from a pole in the open 
woods in a sheltered location with 
no protection from the sun, rain or 
snow or the ashes, falling leaves, 
moss and bits of.bark that were 
driven about by the’ wind. 

The maple products made by this 
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crude method wére strong fn favor, 
dark'in color and variable in quality. 

Until about fifty years ugo there 
was little improvement made in the 
methods of sugar makers; but sincd 
that time the advance has kept pace 
with that in other branches of axri- 
culture until it has become a more 
or less highly organized commercial 
ladustry. 

An early Improvement was the 
substitution of the auger for the axe 
in tapping. coopered buckets took the 
place of the birch bark “caso” oF 
hewn sap trough, while the kettle 
gave way to the exaporating pan, | 
which has, in latter years, developed

Among the 
scores of contributions an amusing 
lent was submitted by Charles J. 
Norris, chairman of the Chiswick 
Educational Committee, who beran 
‘by saying that the most startling 
fact brought out by the enquete was 
that hardly two correspondents agre- 
ed on the definition of the subject. 
Mr. Norris then proceeded: 

“Salaries, dDanking accounts, pro- 
fessions, trades, social standing, gen- 
tilit, are words that figure largely 


































one seems bold enough to destribe 
the Middle Class as ‘A Class of 
Snob.” And it is because of the dif- 
ficulty of finding lines of strict d¢e- 
markation’ between the so-called 
working classes at one tnd of an 
artificial scale and the Upper Classes 
at the other that the Middle Classes 
Bare evolved into a Class of Snobs. 
Consider the case of a head clerk 
at £1,000 a year and a clerk at £250 
per annum, both In the same firm, 
Mving in the same district, in paral- 
lel roads. One pays a rental of £80, 
the other £30; but it is not prepos- 
terous to suppose that these two men, 
with their lifework a common object, 
would find pleasure fn soclal inter- 
course at the end of the day.

He is 
a perfect snob.” 

“Not long since thé name of a 
famous biologist was mentioned in 
conversation and a young secondary 
teacher who held a pass degree re- 
marked, ‘Oh! he can't be any good; 
he Is only a F.R.S. and hasn't taken 
a degree.” 

“Politics apart, it is refreshing to 
notice labor’s robust antagonism to 
snobbery. 3 

“We don't care,” says Labor, ‘who 
your father is; we don’t care who 
your relations are, or what your 
banking account it. What we do care 
about is: What are you doing to help 
on the progress of the world?*® And 
so long as Labor adopts this attitude 
it is making the work of education- 
ists easier. 

“The Middle Classes, made up of 
dozens of sub-classes, are really so 
many centres of irresponsible forces, 
the reguitant of which it is dificult 
to determine. Not until these sub- 
classes are merged into one homo- 
geneous whole, from which all trace 
of snobbery has been deleted, can the 
Middle Class—the yeomen of old— 
become once again the backbone of 
England.” 


Keeping House In England. 

In what we now* regard as the 
happy days before the war the do- 
mestic life of middle and upper- 
middle class English people was bullt 
upon a foundation of cheap fuel, 
cheap food and cheap labor, says Mrs. 
C. S. Peel, in the North American Re- 
view. In families of moderate means 
it was usdal to pay cooks from $120 
to $170, house-parlormaids $90 to 
$140, parlormaids $120 to $150, 
| housemaids $90 to $140, “between- 
maids—that fs young girls helping 
cook and house-parlormald—$60 to 
$90 pér annum. People in suck cir- 
cumstances employed one, two, or 
three or even four servants who lived 
in and were content with an outing 
every other Sunday and once a week. 
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holds varied from about $2.50 to 
$3.50 per head per week, $2 being 
an average figure: There was a ple- 
thora of. charwomen who asked 60 
cents a day and their food. Job ser- 
Yants were plentiful at wages varying 
from $2.50 to $3.50 a week living in, 
and in the case of cook $3.25 to $5 
per week. Milk then cost eight cents 
Instead of 22 cents per quart, bread 
10 cents as against 18 cents per quar- 
tern, butter 32 to 41 cents instead 
of 60 cents per Ib., sugar 6 cents 
against 14 cents per Ib., while meat 
from 16 cents to 28 cents per Ib.

Have Always Made Bread. 
The word bread is derived from the 
Anglo-Saxon “bracon,” to bruise, to 
pound, which is expressive of the an- 
clent mode of preparing the grain, 
Says an exchange. 

Bread was not Introduced {nto 
Rane until five hundred and fifty 
years after its foundation. Pliny in- 
forms us that the Romans learned 
this, with many other improvements, 
during the war with Perseus, King of 
Macedon. The armies on their re- 
turn brought Grecian bakers with 
them into Italy, who were called 
“pistores,” from their ancient prac- 
tice of bruising grains in mortors. 
The Greeks ascribe the Invention of 
bread-making to Pan; but the Chal- 
deans and Egyptians were acquaint- 
ed with it at a still more remote 
Period. In the paintings discovered 
in the tombs of Egypt the various 
Pproc€sses used by them in bread- 
making are distinctly represented, 
Bread from wheat was first made in 
China in 2000 B.C,

Tho land troubles should not be con 
fused with crimes resulting from the 
political unrest. It is separated and dis 
tinct and shows evidehco of being on

THE BAgK YARD GARDENER, 





By Robert Drysdale, in Toronto Star. = 
I note that some of the people in the city are talking of planting 
potatoes in front of their houses. [do not think this will be a very 
succesful plan. Firstly, potatoes do not grow well if they are plant- 
ed under trees or crowded up against a fence or wall. Secondly, I 
have never had any luck from planting potatoes in heavy clay. This 
crop does best when planted in a good large patch out in the open, 
Uwhere it can be properly cultivated with a horse cultivator, 
The cheapest ang best plan would be for several neighbors to 
form a potato club and ail go in.together in renting a good-sized 
piece of land, say an acre or so. A sandy loam or a black muck soil 
is the best. When selecting the greund it would be a good idea to 
eet the advice of a retired farmer, and there are lote of them in-Tor-

THE BACK YARD GARDENER. 





By Robert Drysdale, 

I have planted my Cobbler potatoes, although the ground is 
quite cold and there will be no growth until it watms up & little. 
Anyhow, I have that much work done and out of the-way- 7 

Belore the potatoes were cut they were soaked for two hours in 
30 gallons of water, to which half a pint of formaldehyde hed been 
added When opening the hills I noticed that there were quite a few 
wire worms in tho ground. Those creatures drill holes through the 
new potatoes as soon as they bezin to form. \To keep them off I put 
a little sulphur over the potatoes directly after they had been cut. 
‘It is very little extra trouble to do this, andthe powdeér’ sticks well 
to the freshly cut side. Sulphur is also supposed to keep off scab. 

The seod was planted 15 inches apart in the row and ope yerd 
between the rows. Planting in this way gives the maximum crop for” 
the amount of land planted. When labor is scarce a good way to 
plant is to have the hills a yard apart each way, with two or three 
rets in a hill. This enables one to run the cultivator both ways and 
does away with most of the hand hocing. Thus, two cultivations 
each way and one hand hoeing will pretty well sce @ orop throvgh 
where the land is fairly clean, Anyhow, I kept a two-acte piece 
clean with just that uch cultivation. Of course the season was dty, , 
and if it had been wet the weeds might have been more troublesome. * 

The best crop of potatoes I ever grew were cultivated with the 

_ wheel hoo only. I ran it through every Saturday afternoon from the 
time when the tops first showed until the time when the tops were 
too big to get the wheel hoe through. , 

When the tops begin to appear one should look out for the bags. 
If theer are many bugs about begin dusting immediately with equal 
parts of aréenate of lead and slaked lime. This should be applied in 

the early morning when the dew is on the leaves. This will stick 
tight and will not come off as paris green does. 

A cotton bag on the end of a short stick makes.a good shaker.

REDUCING PRODUCTION 
+ Boston, May G.—The national io- 
dustrial conference board, in a report 
issued here on the hours of work pr 
Jem, reaches the conclusion that” te 
single schedule of hours is equally 
adaptable for all industries from the 
standpoint of production. 

“In general,” the report sayy, tbe 
ability to increase hourly -e@iciency 
and thus make up, either wholly or in 
part, for reductions in hours, was 
largely determined by the amount of 
handwork performed in any given pro 
cess, Thoss industries 
by a relatively large amount of ma- 
chine work as a rale showed « marked 
decrease in output when hoars were res 
duced.” ~ * 

The board investigated 1,818 repre- 
scntatire establishments in five in- 
dustries—cotton, wool, silk, boot aad 
sec and metal manufacturing.

THE JUDGMENT. OF ONE JUDGE. ; 

On December 6, 1917, two vessels collided in Halifax harbor and 
shortly thereafter occurred the explosion which shook Halifax to its 
foundations, caused hundreds of deaths and destroyed property worth 
several million dollars. The vessels which collided were the Mont Blanc 
laden with a.cargy «f high explosives, the war being then at its height, 
the other vessel v-1s phe Imo, in ballast, en route to New York. 

The. litigation which resulted from the collision’ and subsequent ex- 
plosion ‘was very interesting and recently terminated in a judgment | 

_ the Privy Council, the highest court of Appeal, Upon the question of re- 
ibility for the collision, explosion, and damages involved. 

The owners of the Mont Blan claimed two million dollars damages, 
and ‘the owners of the Imo counter-claimed for a similar amount. 

_ <The case was first. tried before Mr. Justice Drysdale, assisted by 
nautical assessors, and after thirteen days of evidence and argument, 
the Judge pronounced the Mont Blanc solely to blame. An appeal to the 
Supreme Court of Canada was heard by five judges, two of whom found 

‘the Mont Blanc wholly to blame, two found the Imo solely at fault, and 


: fifth judge was of the opinion that both were equally responsible. In J- 


result the Supreme Court allowed the appeal and held both ships 
equally liable. From that decision both sides appealed to the Privy 
Council. 

While the judgment of the Privy Council was favorable in the main 
to the Mont Bfanc side of the case, “their lordships are clearly of the 

* opinion that both ships are to blame for their reciprocal neglect to have 
reversed and gone astern earlier than they, did." The Privy Council, 
thereupon, concurred in the vesdict of the Supreme Court of Canada that 
both vessels were equally to blame. 

Reviewing the case from trial court to Privy Council it will be seen 
that— . 

The trial Judge pronounced the Mont Blanc solely to blame. 

Two judges of the Supreme Court also found the Mont Blanc wholly 
to blame. . : oa . 

Two found the Imo sgJely at fault. 

Qne Judge of the Supreme Court was of the opinion that both ves- 
Bels.were equally responsible, 

The opinien of one Judge of the Supreme Court out of five Judges 
sitting on the case seems to have prevailed, a'though his conclusion was 
at variance with the other four. 5 

When the appeal reached the Privy Council six Judges had passed 
upon it. 

; Three Judges had found the Mont Blanc wholly to blame, 

Two Judges found the Imo wholly to blame. 

On Judge found that both ships were equally to blame. 

‘And, the Privy Council concurred in the finding of the one Judge; so 
Ininorities are not always wrong, apparently.

HIS ia the most common and 
most serious disease of ap- 
ples in Ontario, It occurs 
wherever apples are grown, 

and the scab spots on the fruit and 
leaves are famillar to almost every 
fruit grower. In wet seasons it 
causes a financial loss of many thou- 
sands of dollars to the frult growers 
of the Province. ‘This is to a large 
extent a needless loss, for Apple 
Scab can almost always be prevented 
no matter how wet the season may 
be, by thorough, timely and intelli- 
few spraying, in combination with 
(ss proper pruning of the trees. The 
scab only develops and spreads dur- 
ing wet weather, The times of the 
year théecfore when we get our wet 
weatheMare the times we have to 
| spray if we are going to prevent 
Vocab: One spraying with elther lime 
sulphur or Bordeaux mixture {ts not 
sufficient to prevent scab, as the rain 
gradually” washes the spray off, and 
as the leaveg and frults by xsrowing 
larger develop more surface to cover. 
In order to be sure of preventing the 
disease we must spray from three to 
six times during the season, the num- 
ber of sprayings depending upon whe- 
ther the weather is wept or dry, The 
first spraying should be done just as 
or soon after the leaf buds burst. For 
this application use commercial lime- 
sulphur, strength 1 gallon commer- 
cial to 7 xallons of water. If the 
grower is certain that there is po 
San Jose Scale in the orchard and 
very little Oyster Shell Scale, a weak- 
er solution may be used, 1 gallon to 
about 20 gallons of water, or Jor- 
deaux mixture 4.4.40 formula may 
be substituted, 

The second spraying should be 
given just before the blossoms open, 
that is, just when they are showing 
pink, using commercial lime-sulphur 
strength 1 gallon to 35 gallons of 
water, or Bordeaux mixture ¢.4.40 
formula, 

In average seasons the third appli- 
cation should be given immediately 
after the blossoms have all or nearly 
all fallen, with lime-sulphur strength, 
1 gallon to 40 gallons of water. Thi 
is generally the most important spray 
for the control of Apple Scab and al- 
ways for Codling Moth, and it must 
be promptly applied, as a delay of a 
day or two may make all the differ- 
ence between success and failure. 
Bordeau mixture should not be used 
at this tine, as it is almost sure to 
cause the fruit tg be russeted, Arsen- 
ate of lead shwuld be added for the 
second and @iird sprayings to control 
Codling Moth and * other 
insects. 

In seasons of normal weather con- 
ditions these ‘rst three sprayings 
should control the scab completely. 
In some seasons, however, additional 
applications are absolutely necessary 
if the scab Is to be prevented. The 
time of these will depend upon when 
we get our cold, wet weather. In 
some seasons there is a long period 

jof cold, wet weather between the 
jdate when the blossoms begin to 
burst and when they fall. Sometimes 
the length of this period is three or 
four weeks. In such cases it is neces- 
sary to give an intermediate spray- 
ing between the second and third. 
Hence, if the grower dnds at the end 
of twelve days or two weeks after 
he has applied the second spray that 
the weather is still cold and wet and 
development of the blossoms is very 
slow, another spraying should be 
given at once to protect the young 
blossoms and foliage. This should be 
of the same strength as for the third 
regular spraying, but poison sholild 
be omitted because of the bees. It 
is very important to observe care- 
fully the weather conditions and 
apply this spray when necessary. 

Spraying carly in August is an 
insurance against late infection of 
Apple Scab and Sooty Fungus. In 
wet autumns such spraying is neces- 

to prevent late attacks of scab, 

jally with varieties such as Mc- 
Intosh Red and Snows, which are 
very susceptible to scab, For this 
application use a weak lime-sulphur 
solution, 1 gallon to 40 or 45 gallons 
of water, or Bordeaux mixture. No 
poison should be used at this time, 
Often if the spraying ts done later 
than the frst or second week in 
August there is a chance of the fruit 
being discolored at picking time, 
Should the dust method prove satis- 
factory it could be used at any time 
in the fall without danger of staining 
the fruit. If the early sprayings are 
thoroughly done, and the fall is’ not 
extremely wet, usually the crop will 
remain clean without this last appli- 
cation, 

Thoroughness In Spraying.—Very 
few men spray thoroughly enough 
to get the best results. The object 
of spraying la to cover the surfaces 
of the leaves and fruits with a good 
Tungicide (a substance which destroys 
the spores of fungi), such as lime- 
sulphur or Bordeaux milzture, so that 
when a spore reaches leaf or fruit 


jit ts destroyed and cannot grow and 


cause scab, We see, therefore, that 
if spraying Is to accomplish it's object 
it usust be very thoroughly done; 
every fruit and leaf must be com- 
pletely covered wit the fungicide so 
that there is not the least space on 
which a spore can germinate. Thor- 
ough spraying necessitates the Hb- 
eral uso of the spray mixture, A lage 
apple tree will require from alx to ten 
gallons or more tO cover It properly: 
Care must be taken to reach every 
side of the young forming frylt or 
(in other words) of the calfces or 
flower cup which develop into the 
frults.—Prof-J. E. Howitt, O, A. Col- 
lege, Guelph,

When Sir Wil- 
trid Laurie>, who laid) the corner 
Btone of this new univeraity July 
29tb) 1910, was a student poring over

varitics of grain, the latest informa- 
tion about methods of soil tillage 
and the like. 

During the recent winter evening 
lecture courses have been given ata 
nominal fee for the benefit of city 
residents, Some of the best educated 
people in the community have at- 
tended these classes. 

From an educational standpoint 
Saskatoon offers as great opportuni- 
ties’as any city in Canada, Complete 
training from Kindergarten to Uni- 
versity ‘3 provided through a fine 
set of public schools, thirteen tarse 
public schools, which ranged In cost 
from $118,060.00 to $156,000.00 at 
pre-war bullding prices, An accoi- 
panying photosraph shows two of 
them in one block in the workiag 
class section df the city.

‘They Should Possess the Qualities of 
Adhesion and Cohesion—Mineral, 
Vegetable and Fish Oils All’ in 
Use—Pianting Votatoes for Seed. 


(Contributed by Ontario Department of 
Agriculture, Torunto.) 


HILE possibly every care 
and attention is given to 
the mechanism of farm 

machinery, few, if “ny, 
give ‘consideration to the quality ‘of 
the lubricants used. $ ja 

The-efficiency of any power is ser 
lously affected -by poor or improper 
lubrication of surfaces in: frictional 
contact, Indeed, it is estimated at 
about 50 per cent. of the available 
amount of energy “tft useful work. 

The object of lubrication is not 
only to reduce friction, but also’ to 
carry away whatever excess of heat 
may be generated, for a certain 
amount of work will produce a given 
quanuty of heat, but the carrying 
away of the heat fs only an incidental 
cohdition, for heating of the bearing 
shobld not arise. : 

Olla forg lubricating purposes 
should posse two qualities—that of 
cohesion adhesion. Their cohe- 
sive properties lie in the character 
of their niolecules to cling to each- 
other, and their adhesive quality to 
stick to.anything else. The union of 
these two praperti¢s make up what 
is known as viscosity, that ia the body 
of the lubricant. This in “a greater’ 
degree than any other factor deter- 
mines the lubricating value of the 
oils, While viscosity of an oll deter- 
mines its value as a Jubricant, fuid- 
ity indicates its adaptability to any 
one particular machine. It is because 
of the struggle between viscosity and 
Guldity that the same oll will not do. 
for the heavy engine shaft, and for 
light weight machinery. Each re 
quires an oll with just. sufficient 
“body” to carry the load without be- 
ing squeezed out of the bearing. 
Beyond this condition the more fluid 
and easier moving the oll the better. 

A thick lubricating film of good 
resisting body is needed for the line 
shaft of an ocean liner, but a drop 


of the same oll would put a watch out 


of commission. 

Practically all the lubricants now 
in use are of the mineral oll founda- 
tion treated to free them from acid, 
and to improve their suitability for 
special purposes. Sperm oil is spe- 
cmily good for high speed light 
machinery: for heavy bearings castor 
oll, but both are expensive. For great 
pressure at slow speed lard, tallow, 
and other solid lubricants are sult- 
able. If pressure is great, and speed 
high, castor, sperm, and heavy min- 
eral oils are used. For low pressure 
at high speed, olive, sperm, rape and 
refined petroleum give satisfaction. 

Vegetable and fish oils are drying 
olls, that is, they oxidize rapidly, 
causing gumming or clogging of the 
bearings to which they are applied. 
A mineral oll does not oxidize, nel- 
ther does an animal oil. But mineral 
ollg have a low flash point: that is, 
they fre at a low temperature. Ani- 
mal oils develop fatty acids; these 
corrode and pit the metal they are 
used to lubricate. 

Adulteranta of various kinds are 
added to oils and greases to give them 
“body.” Gum, soap, lime, realn, tar, 
soda and free acide all have their 
own distinct purpose to serve. Sim- 
plo"tests may be-applied to lubricants 
for quality and viscosity. To test for 
acid saturate a bit of cotton waste 
with the suspected oll, and lay it 
open upon the surface of polished 
steel or brass for twenty-four hours, 
If steel shows even a slight cdérro- 
sion or, if the brass turns green, free 
acid is present. To test for gummy 
adullerants place a drop of oll upon 
a plece of glass Inclined at such an 
angle as to permit it tq dow gently 
down. If any gum, ns or other 
viscosity producing elements are 
present, they will be apparent by the 
color of the oil streak, as the adul- 
terants deposit themselves upon the 
giass in the form of sediment. 

A good quality of lubricant will 
not break down, when rubbed be- 
tween the finger tips, as quickly, as 
@ poor one. 

It would be cconomy in three ways 
at least to use two different kinds 
of oll; ecenomy of power, of machine 
wear, and of oil, and in addition 
there pwould be greater efMficiency,—

Planting Potatoes for Beed. 


This refers entirely to the produc- 
tion of seed polatocs; not those in- 
tended for human consumption, The 
growing of seed potatoes is better 
divided into two’ sections, the early 
and the late. For growing early po- 
tatoes of the Irish Cobbler variety 
the seed should be selected true to 
type and free as possible from any 
of tHe various diseases which affect 
the potato plant or tuber, These 
should be from 8 to 12 ounces in 
weight and cut up into pieces 2 
ounces in weight with two eyes to 
the piece. They are planted about 
the 10th of June and are given every 
possible cultivation with the soll in 
a state of high fertility; better hav- 
ing been clover sod well fertilized 
with barnyard manure to which has 
been, added a considerable quantity 
of commercial fertilizer, about 800 
lbs. per acre. Thorough spraying to 
control leaf diseases and the Colorado 
Beeple should be given throughout 
the’ season. For the late seed the 
Greén Mountain or Rural New Yorker 
is used. The planting is generally 
done’ about June Ist to June 6th 
under similar conditions to the for- 
mer In all cases it Ils necessary to 
select a soll that does not dry out 
during the summer time, as potatoes 
for seed should not be subjected to 
a check at any time during their 
growing period. -

‘The Cause and Symptoms of the All- 
ment Fully Described — Methods 
of Relief Suggested, Both simple 
and’ Heroic. 

(Contributed by Ontario Department of 

Agriculture, Toronto.) 

HIS condition, known as 
Tympanitis, Bloating, Hoven 
or Blown in cattle, consists 
of distension ‘of the rumen 





‘or paunch with gas. The most com- 


mon cause,is a sudden change from 
dry food to a liberal.supply of green 
food of any kind, principally to the 
diferent varieties of clover, arid 
more particularly when the clover is 
in flower. It frequently occurs from 
tho voracity with which cattle that 
have been accustomed to dry food 
consume green fodder. Hence it is 
more prevalent in the spring than 
in other seasons. It may result from 
feeding too freely on green food of 
any kind, especially on that upon 
which dew or rain Is present, and 
more particularly when ‘frosted; 
hence ‘is not uncommon in the fall 
when cattle are allowed to consume 
clover, rape, turnip tops, etc., when 
frosted. Any food that readily fer- 
ments, if taken in sufficient: quan- 
titles to temporarily check digestion, 
will quickly form gases and cause 
bloating. It is often a complication 
in cases of choking, the mechanical 
impediment In Yhe gullet being the 
direct cause by preventing escape of 
gas through that-organ. Sudden 
changes of diet of any kind may 
cause the trouble, and insufficient 
secretion of saliva may have the 
same effect. 

While some of the above-named 
causes.usually precede an attack, it 
is not uncommon to notice a well- 
marked case for which no well- 
marked cause can be fraced. Such 
cases are doubtless due to some un- 
suspected and not well understood 
temporary derangement of the diges- 
tive glands and muscular coat of the 
rumen. Any condition that causes 
torpidity of the rumen may cause 
bloating, even though no change of 
food of a dangerous ndture has taken 
place. Torpidity of the rumen occurs 
in debilitating diseases, in fact in 
most diseases of the ox, and also 
from the introduction of excessively 
cold material, as frosted fodder, into 
the organ. « y 

Symptoms.—The patient exhibits 
symptoms of pain and uneasiness by 
tying down nnd rising frequently, 
kicking at the belly, ete: Rumina- 
tion is suspended and food refused. 
There is gencral depression, protru- 
sion of the muzzle, projection and 
congestion of the cyes, Increased dow 
of saliva, andiusually mocaing dur- 
ing expiration, :‘The baek., is arched 
and there is a more or Icss well- 
marked swelling of the abdomen, 
especially marked on the left side be- 
tween the point of the hip and the 
last rib, If this be pressed with the 
finger it will-yfeld, but at once re- 
gain its former condition when pres- 
sure is relieved. If tapped with the 
fingers a resonic, tympanic or drum- 
Uke sound will be heard, hence the 
name “tympanitis.” Distension of the 
rumen causes forward pressure up- 
on the diaphragm (the muscular 
partition between the abdomen and 
lung cavity), hence Jessens the space 
of the lung cavity and causes diffl- 
culty in respiration In proportion to 
the degree of bloating, Death may 
occur quickly from rupture of the 
rumen, rupture of the diaphragm, 
suffocation, or absorption of gases. 

Treatment must be directed to re- 
move or neutralize the gases, and 
prevent the formation of more, It 
will depend upon the severity of the 
attack and the degree of distension 
of the rumen, whether it will be wise 
to attempt the immediate removal of 
the’gases by an-operation, or admin- 
ister drugs to nedtralize them, Whea 
bloating is not excessive, with little 
or no danger of death occurring 
quigkly, the administration of any 
drug that will neutralize the, gases 
may and should be effective. 

For this purpose oil of turpentine, 
commonly called “spirits of turpen- 
tine’ is probably tho best simple 
remedy. This is given in 2 to 4 oz, 
doses (a tablespooh holds about % 
oz.) according to the size of the pa- 
tlent and state of distension, This 
should be mixed with a pint of raw 
linseed oil, When this cannot be 
procured, melted butter or lard or 
new milk answers the purpose well, 
if necessary the dose may be re 
peated in one to two hours, 

Carbonate of ammonia, 4 to 6 
drams, or bi-carobnate of soda, (bak- 
ing soday 1 to 1% oz, in a pint of 
water, also acts well, but not so 
surely and promplUly as turpentine. 
It is also good practice to put a hay 
rope or piece of wood about 3 Inches 
in diameter into the patient’s mouth 
and fasten it there, This facilitates 
the escape of gas through the gullet, 
In cases where bloating 1s extreme 
the gases shouldbe removed by 
mechanical or surgical means, In 
some cases the passing of a rubber 
tube down the gullet to the rumen 
will give immediato relief. When 
this fails an opening must be made 
through the skin and coats of the 
rumen at the most prominent part in 
front of the point of the left hip, 
The hair should be clippe@ off the 
seat of operation, and it, with the 

























hands of the operator and instru- 


ments, disinfected with a 5 per cent, 
solution of Carbolic acid or one of 
the coal tar antiseptics. The proper 
instrument for this operation is q 
trocar and canula, but when this is 
not on hand an ordinary pocket-kaife 
can be used and the lips of tho wound 
kept apart to allow escape of the 
gases, 

After bloating bas disappeared it 
{s good practice to administer a laxg- 
tive of about 1 Jb. epsom salts or 144 
pints raw lipseed oil, and feed Nght.

News Print Will Be 
Made From Bamboo 


LONDON, May 14—The use 
newsprint made from bamboo is one 
of the measures’ contemplated by the 
British newspaper publishers to mect 
the world’s white paper shortage. 

W.Raltt, celluione expert of the Gov 
ernment of India, who has had 25 
years experience in experimental 
work .with- bamboo ulp, states there 
is sufficient bamboo In alght in Bur- 
mah, .with the Savannah grasses of 
Assam, to produce 14,000,000 tons of 
dry pulp annually, The total cost of 
production will not exceed one-half of 
the present cost of wood pulp. 

Tho Indian Government has grant- 
ed concessions to plonger companics 
on favorable terms, and plans are be- 
ing developed for an annual produo- 
tlon of 700,000 tons of bamboo pulp.

“Doorléss doors” that make fly-screens unnecessary and keep out 
rain dad snow without other agency than that of a properly directed air 
cutrent are described by H. S. Knowlton in Electrical Merchandising. 
They are the invention, he says, of a Boston mechan‘cal engineer, Henry 
H. Cummings, who is‘also the inventor cf the ship Jog which was gen- 
erally installed on vessels of the United States Navy during the war. We 
read: a ee : 
The ‘doorless door’? consists of a motor-driven fan installed below 
o¢ behind 2 grill in the entriinee of « store or other building and arranged 
to draw -air downward from the upper portion of the doorway, whence it 
is carried. by 2 duct to a hood atthe top of the entrance and then dis- 
charged downward, completing the cycle. A quarter-horse-power motor 
driving a sixteen-inch fan and connected with a nine-to-twelve-inch di- 
ametér duct provides a current of air under about three-inch water. press- 
ure, which is unnoticed by persons standing ‘in the doorway, but which 
is.most effective in keeping out insects, rain, snow, and cold air. The 
usp of the equipment enables close regulation to be made, with ease, of 
the interior temperature of the room, and the absence of a closed door, 
winter.and summer, in a trial installation actually increased trade by one- 
third.--The cost.of operation is about two cents per hour.”’

PRESIDENT WILSON AND THE BRITISH NAVY. 
The investigation of the operations of the United States navy dur- 
ing the war which has been under way for some time before 2 special 
committee of the U. S. Senate, has been featured With sensations, 2¢- 
éugations and counter-accusations, and an attempt has been made to 
show that the effectiveness of the American navy was materially weaken- 
edi by unpreparedness and interference from Washington officials. Re- 
cent despatches from Washington relating to the naval investigation 
shows that President Wilson was not only concerned as to the conduct 
Of the U.S. Navy, but was hot at all satisfied at the’ way the British 
navy was being conducted duriog the war. Suggestions emanating in 
Washington as to what the British Navy should do or should not do did 
Bot seem to be welcomed by the British Admiralty, to the astonishment 
of President Wilson, who evidently favored a slap-bang naval campaign 
regardless of submarines and mines. According to a despatch from 
Washington a confidential cablegram from President Wilson to Rear- 
Admiral Sims in London, sent during the war, was read to the United 
States Sénate naval investigating committce by Secretary Daniels. It 
disclosed the fact that the American President was not at all sfatisfied 
With the way the British Admiralty was directing: the work of the British 
navy, and also indicated that Mr. Wilson could not understand why the 
naval experts of Great Britain were reluctant to allow the American 
faval:experts in “Washington to tell them just how things should be 
done. Mf. Wilson intimated that he considered the British naval men 
too! prudent, and expressed surprise that “the British Admiralty had 
failed to use Great Britain’s great naval superiority effectively against 
the submarines.”” He called on Admiral Sims for comments and sug- 
geions ‘based on independent thought,"” and without regard to **judg- 
ments of any one on that side of the water."” : 
| The Admiralty was ‘‘helpless to the point of panic,” in the face of 
the submarine.situation, was Mr. Wilsoa’s opinion as expressed in the

“Every plan we suggest they reject for some reason of prudence,””

Investigating this new mystery, a 
London Sun representative interview- 
ed Ralph Shirley, the well-known 
occulist and editor of the Occult 
Review. Far from ridiculing the 
story of the haunted gem, Mr. Shirley 
professed every belief in the possibil- 
ity of the accuracy of the art stu- 
dent's ‘statement. 

The stones in question comprise a 
Bane collection of Elizabethan jewels, 
which are on exhibition in the Gold 
Room of the London Museum. About 
eight years ago they were discovered 
by workmen during excavations for 
the building of a warehouse in’ the 
Vicinity of St. Paul's Cathedral. The 
gems were inclosed in a decayed 
wooden box and consisted of about 
150 gold and enameled afticles, in- 
cluding neck chains, pendants, rings, | 
unset stones and various ornaments, 

They were taken by the workmen 
to the house of an official of the Lon- 
don Museum, who kept them in his 
study for a fortnight, in the mean- 
Ume informing the British Treasury, 
of the discovery. 

The jewels arrived about 6 o'clock 
one evening. About 10 o'clock, al- 
though {t was a warm June night, the

He lacked, too, that cul- 
ture of the world that makes Mr. Bal- 
four and M. Clemencean exquisitely 
cultivated Rentlemen of their class 
and generation.

To see the British Prime Min- 
ister watching the company with six 
or-seven senses not available to ordi- 
nary men, judging eter, motive 
and subconscious {mpblse, percelving 
what each was thinXing and even 
what each was goldk to eay next, and 
compounding with telcpathic instinct 
the argument or appeal best suited 
to the vanity, weakness or self inter- 
eat of his immediate auditor was to 


realize that the poor President would |/ 


be playing blind man‘s buff in that 
party. This deaf and’blind Don Quix- 
ote was entering a cavern-Where the 
swift and glittering Blade was in the 
hands of the adversary, 

The President was by no means a 

winess man or an ordinary party 
politiclan#and though he proved not 
to be the philosopher king, he cer- 
tainly was a man of force, personal- 
ity and importance, What then was 
the matter? The writer believes it is 
to be found in the fact that the Presi- 
dent's temperament is theological 
rather than intellectual, His program 
for the world was so admirable in 
spirit that the least desire of his sym- 
pathizers was Co criticize details, but 
it was assumed that the President, 
with the assistance of a large body 
of expert advisers, had thought out 
details. His colleagues were amazed 
to discover that he had though out 


lous. Moreover, in many respects he 
was {ll informed or wrongly informed 
as to European conditions, The same 
criticism is made with regard to 
Lioyd George, but whereas the Brit- 
ish Prime Minister has a wonderfully 
quick and adaptable mind, the Presi- 
Geat proved very slow. 

He was quite capable, to use Mr. 
Keynes’ phrase, of digging in his toes 
and refusing to budge, as he did over 
the Fium ttlement. The trouble 
was that ho could be manoeuvred by 
his opponents into such a position 
that there was nothing to dig his toes 
into until it was too late. He might 
havo made a better figure if he had 
taken counsel with his numerous ad- 
visers who among them supplied the 
deficiencies of the President's char- 
acter, but the writer says that he 
took little counsel. His fellow pleni- 
dotentiaries were dummies. Even 
Col. House, who might hare been ex- 
Pected to know more about European 
affdirs and about human nature than 
any of the others, fell into the back- 
ground as time went on. Thus the 
President was left virtually alone to 
Oght his battle for idealism. Had he 
been Sighting with avowed enemies 
he would have made a better show- 
ing, but it is impossible to be meet- 
ing in friendly intercourse every day 
with men like Clemenceau and Lloyd 
George and keep on reminding him- 
self that these men were the enemies 
of his ideas. ‘On the contrary they 
were his friends, He found, however, 
that his specific or “open diplomacy” 
would mot cover certain British, 
French and Italian relations. He was 
confronteg with certain facts accom- 
Plished, dnd had to bow to the in- 
evitable. In the case of Fiume he 
was driven to make an appeal to the 
nations over the heads of their repre- 
sentatives, and this proved to be a 
blunder. 

Eventually he had to face the al- 
ternative of openly breaking off the 
conferences, in which case he know 
he would be misrepresented as a 
friend of Germany, or of acquiescing 
in certain arrangements that surely 
were never dreamed of in the well 
known ‘fourteen points.” He chose 
the latter course in the hope of say- 
ing at least the League of Nations 
from the wreckage of his ideals, and 
he had to make his choice when in- 
sulated from the great currents of 
public opinion which had so long 
been his support. Eventually he had 
to admit that compromises were ne- 
cessary. The task then for his col- 
leagues was to persuade him that 
every thing they wanted done was 
consistent with the principle of 
righteousness, and here it was that 
Mr. Wilson’s ignorance of Europe 
made him an easy victim. He was 
atie’‘o leave Paris with the fuli ap. 
Droval of his own conscience, and 
Diust have been amazed and must 
continue to be amazed that his sin- 
cerity was so generally challenged 
after he reached home,

“GERMAN PRE-WAN DEBTS. 


Now. Office Will Handle Sum! of 
$10,000,000, 

‘An Order-in-Couneil Just issued at 
Ottawa constitutes Canada’s clearing 
house, by means of which, in ‘con- 
junction with a central clearing house 
at London, England, and another at 
Berlin, all pre-war debts between 
Canada and Will be settled. 

One of the outstanding featijfes of 
the Order-in-Council Is the rata at 
which Canadian debts owing to Ger- 
mans will bo paid. The set rate is 
49,01 marks to $1, which places the 
value of the mark at little more than 
two cents. Of course, a Canadian im- 
porter who owed his German cred- 
itors $1,000 at midnight on August 
4,°1914, will only have to pay them 
3100 with interest at five per cent. 
from that date. On the other hand, 
the German importer who owed his 
Canadian creditors 1,000 marks when 
the war began will have to pay them 
10,000 marks. 

During the fiscal’ year ending 
March 31, 1914, Canadian Imports 
from Germany were $14,000,000 and 
Canadian exports to Germany were 
$4,044,019. Assuming that both 
countries were equally prompt in 
payment, Canadian pre-war debts to 
Germany would be three times as 
great as German prewar-debts to 
Canada. The rate of exchange will, 
of course, offset that, 

What debts Canadians must collect 
from Germany may be Indicated by 
the fact that during the year ending 
March 31, 1914, Canada exported to 
Gormany $281,414 in raw furs, $1,- 
242,012 in agricultural implements, 
mostly reaping machines, and $320,- 
000 worth of flax seed. 

Concerning the Canadian Clearing 
House, one authority says: “It is ex- 
pected that some $10,000,000 in 
claims will be handled through the 
Canadian clearing office. Cash assets 
and trade debts and balances owing 
by Canadians to German nationals 
will reach about $1,700,000, accord- 
md to figurea at present available, 

ile Germany owes to Canadians 
some $775,000, excluding | three 
items, one of which it is said may 
prove fictitious, and another which 
is owned by a subsidiary company 
and may not be included among the 
debts owed by Germans. With divi- 
dens on stocks, etc., it is expected 
that the total sum will reach $10,- 
000,000." 

Another authority ‘places the debts 
owed by Canadians to Germans at 
$1,660,000, but says that take into 
consideration German property in the 
Dominion, Canadian claims are se 
cu to the extent of 125 per cent. 

Among tho larger German holdings 
in Canada are 140,000 shares of Can- 
adian Pacific Railway stock valued 
at $22,500,000, and Canadian North- 
ern Railw: debentures of ua par 
value of $200,000 held by German 
and Austrian citizens. Another mat- 
ter which may come under con- 
sideration is the timber and mincral 
holdings in Alberta and British Co- 
lumbla said to have been acquired 
by von Alvenaleben on behalf of the 
ex-emperor and valued at $9,000,000. 


How to Know Birds, { 


The only way really to know tho! 
birds is to study ‘theu: in the Geld in| 
their natural environment. Bird-j 
study furnishes one of the most 
attractive hobbies. The pleasure that 
birds furnish in this way makes their 
wsthetic value quite as important as 
their economic value. Bird activities 
pass through so many changes in the 
course of a year that there is no op- 
portunity for bird-study to become 
monotonous. Then, too, bird-study} 
takes one out into the fields, in the} 
open, so that the setting in which 
bird-study is carried on Is in itself 
attractive. 


While special trips to the. woods | § 


and water to look for birds offer 
many pleasant hours, yet, b 
the greatest pleasure * from rd- 
study comes through the observation 
of the birds found around one's 
bome, as one sils on the porch and 
watches the wrens and bluebirds rear 
their young in the Nceuses provided 
for them or sees the robins and flick- 
ers that dot the lawn; or hears the 
bir@ chorus that swells through the 
open window as one awakens In the 
early spring morn. The pleasure thus 
derived is the lasting, unconscious 
enjoyment that becofies un intimate 
part of one's life. 

There are all stages of attainment 
Possible to suit every condition, from 
the identifying of a few birds in the 
field up to the most careful study of 
bird habits, which may occupy one's 
entire time. One of the most satis- 
factory methods of studying bird life 
is to observe close at hand In onv's 
yard the birds that may be attracted 
there by nesting-houses, fountains, 
and food, 

The frst step in bird-study is the 
identification of birds., Learning a 
bird’s name is much like an intro- 
duction to a person: it is a means by 
which a new friendship may be form- 
ed, But thore is a great deal of 
pleasure in merely learning to name 
the birds. Many people will never 
care to Ko beyond this point in bird- 
study, The ability to name the birds 
from year to year~as they return in 
the spring is one of the chief pleas- 
ures ip bird-study, and gives a sort 
of feeling of friendship for the birds. 
But in the process of learning the 
names of birds, one of necessity 
learns many interesting things about 
them. There is a sort of fascination 
to wee if one can learn to name all 
the birds of a locality, It serves as 
an Incentive {rém year to year, as 
one recognizes the old friends, to try 
each year to make a few new friends, 
as well ax to get better acquainted 
with the old.—Gilbert Trafton in 
“Bird Friends."

It consists of $15,000,000 fi-teen year 
7 per cent. sinking furl equipment 
trast gold certificates of the Canadian 
National Railways. The _ interestinz 
feature of the new offering is that it 
gives investors an opportunity to pur- 
chase a long time security at better 
than a seven per cent. basis, thus 
giving them the advantage of rates 
which have only been available on 
short term securities with the seven 
per cent. coupon. The announcement 
continues: 

“It retains the advantaces of the 
serial equipment trust plan by provid- 
ing semi-annual payments sufficient 
to retire the entire issue by maturity 
date, May 1, 1935. 

These payments, instead of being 
used by the trustee to purchase certi- 
ficates in the open market at or be- 
low par if obtainab'e. 

“The fixed rentals may be increased 
{rpm time to time to buy certificates 
at a premium if the railway elects. 
Each payment is held by the trustee 
until the next one is due; unless ab- 
sorbed in the meantime by the pur- 
chases of the certificates from hold- 
ers. 

“If the semi-annual payment is not 
used up by the compulsory purchase 
of the certificates up to par or by the 
optional purchases at a premium, the 
payment must be invested in obliza- 
tions of the Dominion of Canada, ma- 
turing at or, before the maturity date 
of the certificates. Certifieatea can 
only be retired by purchase in’ the 
market, and are not callable.”

It is of {import- 
anco that rapid communication should 
be established between the Interior 
and the coast, and in order to do this 
fhe airplane must come to the res- 
cue.” . 

Discussing the difficulty of trarel- 
ling by road, Mr. Dyott sald that it 
took Kim five days to travol from one 
part in the Andes to another, whereas 
the airplane would cover the distance 
in fifteen minutes, and in another 
stage of the journey {t took him cx-

British Law Kegarding Bribery {n| 
Business. : 

Any employe who receives a gift 
from another person an an induce 
ment or reward for showing some 
special favor in connection with his 
master’s business is liable to a heavy 
fine and imprisonment, says London 
Ti:-Bits. -. the ‘ 

Equally severe punishment is met- 
ed out to any person who tries to in- 
fiuence an employe with gifts. 

The number of convictions under 
the Prevention of Corruption Act is 
growing. Often when an employe has. 
been prosecuted the plea has been 
that he did not see any harm in 
accepting a gift from a customer of 
his firm. Ignorance of the law, how- 
ever, ls no excuse. 

Furthermore, ‘it should be distinct- 
ly understood that « small bribe docs 
not necessarily mean small punish- 
ment. In one instance a man offered 
£1, and was fined £100. 

The maximum penalty on convic- 
tion is seven yeara’, penal servitude 
and a fine of £500, where Govern- 
ment or other public contracts are 
concerned. In other cases, two years’ 
fmprisonment with hard labor and a 
fine of £500. In the police courts a 
magistrate may order four months’ 
hard labor and a fine of £50. 

The present Lord Chief Justice 
warns employes against their accept- 
ance, and other people against giving 
presents. If a customer of a firm 
wishes to-give a present to an: em- 
ploye, the safest thing to do is to tell 
the employer what he proposes to qo. 
And the employe should ask if he 
may acccpt the gift. 

In his interesting booklet on this 
subject; Mr. R. M. Leonard points out 
that there are many forms of busi- 
ness bribery. 

“An offer of employment has been 
the bait in some cases,” he says, “and 
more often a share of profits or a 
commission on business, including in 
one Instance tho offer of 10. per cent. 
to the honorary secretary of a minia- 

ture rife club on all appliances of 
a certain kind bought by the mem- 
op rates 

“Or the bribe has taken the form 
of a brace of pheasants offered to an 
oficial employed by a local authority; 
a box of cigars and a case of cutlery 

to military representatives; blouse 
flannel to a Government inspector's 
wife;/a joint of meat to a cook. On 
several occasions a commission has 
been promised on a looked-for sal- 
ary, and very frequently a share of 
any profits to be made on the strength 
of a betrayal of trado secrets, The 
acceptance of a suit of clothes from 
a tailor brought about the downfall 
of a War Office clerk.” .

In municipal- 
ities between 3,000 and 5000 they will 
pay 20 cents a seat in liew of a flat 
rate of $75; in municipalities of be-

whom, it was contended, hatf ‘no quall- 
fications for their work. An amend- 
ment was introdiced by R. L. Brack- 
In, Liberal member for West Kent, 
wio proposed that a person charged 
should have the right of electing to 
be tried by a county judge or @ ma- 
gistrate. When ft was pointed ‘Out 
that thi« question could be taken up 
by the special committee to be ap 
pointed to consider the whole admin- 
istration of the Act, Mr. Brackin with- 
drew his amendment. Mr. Dewart, 
owever, persisted in a demand that 
an appeal be allowed as to facta and 
fines to the county Judge. He did 
not want the reviewing of fines to be 
entirely in the hands of the Ontario 
License Board. 

The control of the board in res- 
pect to fines. gave the Liberal leader 
another opportunity to engage in his 
favorite pastime of attacking the Li- 
censo Commissioners. Incldentally, it

South America 

The chairman then formally Intro- 
duced Mr. R. J. Graham, who gave an 
address on South America. In his 
opening remarks, the speaker sald he 
was a thorough believer in night 
schools, In Germany It was compuls- 
ory to attend night school and much 
of the success of the derelopment 
of that country was due to this. He 
did not see a night school in South 
America, On the west coast for miles 
not a blade of grass or a shrub Is to 
be seen. Mr. Graham spoke of the 
tripto New York and through the 
Panama Canal. From the west coast 
the party went into the interior. Dur- 
fog the trip which occupied four 
months, 25,000 miles was covered, 
Tho weather was ideal during the 
whole trip and the highest tempera- 
ture experienced was 90 degrees. In 
soMe respects it was not a pleasure 
trip, especially on the western coast, 
as the accommodation was not all 
that could have ®een desired. All you 
get on the menu is meat. if there 
are slx courseg,qn the menu card it Is 
all. meat, no vegetables, The steam 
boat service {s not good. In the in- 
terior the ruins of what was once 
the city Chan Chan was inspected. 
Near the ruins is a sugar plantation 
on a large scale. Crops can be grown 
on the west coast only through irriga- 
tion “as no rain whatever falls there. 
Birds were to be seen by millions off 
the western coast diving for fish, 
which are in abundance. Sugar cane 
and cotton are grown in the river beds 
in the interior and the land is watered 
by the diverting of the water. The 
people are practically slaves. For a 
debt an inhabitant can be placed in 
jal, The rich are getting richer 
while the poor are getting poorer all 
the time, 

On the west coast ninety per cent. 
of the population are Indians or half 
breeds. 


Wonderful Structures 

In some of the cities in the inter- 
for there aro wonderful atructures 
which were built hundreds of years 
ago. There are stones In walls that 
are cut and fitted in the walls and 
are of enormous size. The Llama 
Valley is a wonderful place and Is ra- 
ther densely populated, 

The women of that country demon- 
strated that they were artists in the 
manufacture of woollen wear, especi- 
ally shawls. 

Tin mines are very productive and 
the Un is washed out of the ore by 
hand, as modern machinery is not al- 
lowed to be imported Into that coun: 
try. 

In travelling on the railways chang- 
es have to be made quite frequently, 
cwing to the fact that each railway 
‘has a different guage of track, 


The Lordly Andes 

Tho speaker referred to Ue Andes 
rangea of mountains and it was a 
wonderful sight, especially as stones 
of various colors are - intermingled 
with each other, Between the two 
ranges of the Andes theer are sand 
hills which are separate and. movable. 

In Chill grapes and peaches are 
grown in abundance and are delicious 
tg eat. In speaking of Argentine Mr. 
Graham stated that frults grow abund- 
antly, it is a wonderful country and 
especially for agricultural purposes, 
but unfortunately the productive land 
is on the hands of comparatively few 
people. Cattle, chiefly shorthorns, 
are to be seen quite abundantly. 

In concluding his address Mr Graham 
yontured {6 remark that it was tn 
some respects a nice trip but he 
would not care to repeat it right away.

DUBLIN, May 22—Contingents of 
British cavalry and infantry are arriy- 
ing in Ireland but the total “num- 
ber of troops now in the island is still 
considerably below that of a year azo. 
Troops hitherto have been used 
merely aa additional police officers, 
and have not numerous enough 
to cope with disMrbances, In fights 
which have occurred at police bar- 
racks, the attackers have | generally 
been ten times more numerous than 
the defersers, and_as they have also 
been well armed, the contest has been 
unequal. Soldiers, therefore, have 
been called in to establish a balance 
In many places they are doing ordin- 
ary police patrol, which has hereto- 
fore involved great risks, many potice- 
men having been shot from ambush, 
It will be more difficult in future. for 
raiders to carry on this Fort of war- 
fare, as armored cara will be used. 
To Maintain the Law. 
Government operations are 
directed to the maintenance of ordin- 
ary law.- When cattle are driven from 
farms troops are not concerning themn- 
selves with the nature of the dispute 
between farmers and raiders, but are 
trying tq~—punish the cattle drivers, 
and restore the cattle to their owners.

energy. Circumstances, however, are 
compelling a fuller realization on the 
part alcohol is inevitably destined to 
play in transportation and in those 
manifold activities where gasolene 
now furnishes the needful impulse. 

Time and again of late certain tech. 
‘nical authorities in Washington have 
sent broadoast the warning mersaze 
that nature's store of petroleum was 
being drained away at an alarming 
rate. Of that original supply 40 per 
cent. has been withdrawn, and there 
is no way of building up the subteg- 
ranean reserve. True, ‘many, many 
millions of barrels of crude oil still lie 
deep in the producing sands—a great 
deal more than has been utilized to 
date. Bat this does not warrant com- 
placency in view of the ever increas 
ing rate of consumption, 

Last year the U.B.A. produced 376,- 
000,000 barrels of petroleum—nearly 
34,750,000 barrels more than in 1918. 
From this crude oil is secured zaso- 
lenes but the total of the petroleum 
orftput is by means an index of 
the possible yield of motor fue] for the 
simple reason that the gasolene con- 
tent is extremely variable. In some 
petroleums there is but a trace of it; 
in others the recoverable measure 
does not exceed 1.5 per cent., while in 
some of our crude oils the percentage 
ix p great deal higher. In the last 
twelyemonth the consumption of ga*- 
olene has averaged more than 8,500,000 
gallons daily, and to meet the ever 
growing demand the refiners are work- 
ing some of the heavicr oils amd re- 
sorting to different “crackling” pro- 
cesses to recover the utmost drop of 


continuously renewed and are suscep- 
tible of great expansion without en- 
croachment upon food supplies. We 
are of opinion that steps should be 
taken to insure increased production 
of power alcohol by the extended use 
of vegetable matters from which it 
may be obtained. Important mater- 
fals of this nature are: (1) Gugar-con- 
taining products, such as molasses, 
malfua flowers, sugar beet and man- 
golds; (2) starch or inulin-containing 
products, such as maize ard other 
cereals, potatoes’ and artichokes, and 
(3) cellulose-containing products, euch 
as peat, sulphité, wood pulp lyes and 
wood,” 

The development of’the alcohel in- 
dustry cannot be left entirely to the 
chances of private enterprise, imlivid- 
ual research and the ordinary play of 
economic forcea, We are of opinion 
that*the question of state action to 
educate the public coricerning the 
merits of power alcohol and mixtures 
of the fuel by demonstrating, through 
the agency of series of lectures and 
exhibitions, or other appropriate 
mean the manner in which thee 
alternative fuels can be best applied 
as sources of power in motor icle’ 
amd stationary engines.” -

NEW YORK, | May 27.—A predic- 
tion that the (price of sugar would 
soar to 27 or 28 dents per pound 
within 48 hours was made by Ray- 
mond M, Wilson, sugar broker; teti- 
fying before the Lusk committee in- 
vestigating alleged profiteering in 
sugar and other commodities, 

This statement followed the disclo- 
sure hy George Henry Finlay, another 
witness, that more than a quarter of 

billion dollars have been loaned by 
American banks to concerns in Cuba 
ta enable them to hold sugar. 

Mr. Finlay, who was the first wit- 
ness called - when the hearing was re- 
sumed today, testified that about 64), 
000 tons of angar was being held in 
Cuban ports, and added that many 
planters have stored their entire crops 
in warehouses in the interior. 

Asked whether he thought the plant- 
era took this action in order to wait 
for further zisea in prices, Mr, Finlay 
answered in the affirmative. 

He said the National City Bank in 
Havana would lend $25 a bag on raw 
sugar thus stored, while éther banke 
lend as much as $56 a bag. 

Asked for any other information in 
his possession which might throw light 
on the existing high prices, he called 
attention to 400,000 tons of sugar not 
previously counted in the estimates of 
the available supplf, which, he said, 
brings the total amount of sugar av:

Tf you desire to seo the farms, or- 
chards ote., you go by a route which 
takes you through such large cities a8 
Fresno, Bakersfield, The many cities 
aro growing rapidly. Fresno in 2 
grape country. Fields of this tock be 
fruit, become — raisins | and native 
wines. Immente orchards of fruita of 
various kinds are, seen in every direc- 
tion. Frost is not feared by grape 
growers, The eighteenth amendment 
forbids intoxicating wine to be mann- 
factured. Yet the fact is, that much 
wine is still produced. A friend larg- 
ely interested in land, told me that a 
grape grower told him his tales of 
grapes last year netted him $7,000 
more than tho preceding year.
